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nate legally the rights of property to those of persons, to those of the 
social group rather than to those of the individual owner. The revo- 
lutionary literature does, in fact, foreshadow the Constitution of 1917 
with remarkable accuracy. As literature, what it lacks in art it makes 
up for in directness of expression, in clearness of appreciation of the 
problems involved, in frankness of self-accusation, and in definiteness 
of program. It voices the cry of an anguished nation which seeks to 
rise from its unhappy plight to a condition of material prosperity based 
on the welfare of the masses whose political voice has now been heard 
■ for the first time in four hundred years.
